Revolution in Sweden. 


Lonpon, Jusg 7.—An important piece of ins 
telligence has been received trom Sweden—The 
Crown Prince, the intended Successor to the 
Usurper of the Throne of Gustavus, is dead. 
He was reviewing some troops in the neighbour- 
hood of Helsingborg, when *he suddenly feli 
from his horse and expired, The Gottenburg 
Papers attribute it to an apoplexy ; the reports 
of private persons assign poison as the cause, 
and that this was ascertained on an examination 
of the body after his decease. Men are apt to 
suppose that when Princes dice suddenly, their 
deaths are occasioned by violent means. We 
find, however, that the Crown Prince had been 
prevrousty unweil, though the Stockholm: Ga- 
zeite of the 23th, four days before his decease 
states that he had recovered trom his indispo- 
sition, and was able to continue his journey. 
Had poison been the cause, his death would 
have been more lingering. We should not have 
found him able to review troops and sit on horse- 
back only the moment before he died. His 
death has given great confidence to the Party 
that espouses the cause of the Son of Gustavus, 
ind a letter from a correspondent mentions an 
imsurrecitonto have taken place in his favor at 
Stockholm.

I have 
since learned that the same earthquce was fel’, 
in all its terrific force, im the Island ofCandia (the 
ancient Crete )—That the greater part of the city 
of Candia, and all its torufications, are entirely 
destroyed, and a destructive fire taging at the 
same tune, added to the miseries of he wretched 
inhabitants—that eight villages in the neigh- 
bourhood of Candia are but heaps of rubbish, and 
many thousand people buried in the ruins of 
their own dwWellings, drowned in the rush of w«- 
ter, or perished by the fire, for it seems as if all 
the elements hud conspired in vengeance against 
this unhappy Island Che olive fields are de- 
stroyed, and the most luxuriant part of this beau- 
tiful Island exhibits at present but one wide 
waste of run, devastation, and death. The 
earthquake has been (as letters which are re- 
ceived mention) felt m Cairo, Alexandria, Malta, 
Sicily, and in ail the Islands of the Archepelago, 
in many of which it has thrown down houses, and 
done other damage.”
